Bead bag making has become popu- 

wr with women this season, for the 

process used—a la Apache—is. so sim- 
ple that even amatenrs have gratify- 
ing success. 

These dainty purses, or bags, are 
worked on looms copied from those of 
the North American Indians, and the 


looms are so primitive in construction 
that they may be easily duplicated, 


though the cost of them, ready to use, 
is trifling. 
three sizes. 

To begin a bag of ordinarily fine 
beadwork one thread is placed in 
every groove of the loom and a bead 
between every two threads, leaving a

thread outside always. For the new 
latticework the arrangement is dif- 
ferent. To make a small bag in this 
style three bunches of No. 10 gold or 
steel beads and 2U0 large ones are re- 
quired; also a skein of D. M. C. thread. 
No, 25; a reel of fine but strong silk 
and a packet of bead needles, No. 12. 
Cut sixteen threads thirty-six inches 
long and on each of these put a bun- 
dred steel beads. Tie one end to the 
rolfer of loom and place the threads in 
position, leaving two grooves between 
each. Stretch the threads as tightly as 
possible, securing them by the pegs at 
the other end, the whole of the steel 
beads being on the surface between 
the two bars of the loom. 

For the cross lines of the lattice 
thread a needle with the silk. double 
it, run in four steel beads and a large 
one, placing the four steel between the 
first two fixed threads and the large 
one between the vext two, and so on 
across the whole space. Now push up 
four of the beads on the fixed threads 
and continue as before, but in this row 
put the large bead between the first 
two fixed threads and the four small 
batween the next two, and so on. All 
the beads for each crossing must he 
threaded and pushed up between the 
stationary threads; then pass the nee- 
die round the outside one and back 
through every bead. This makes each 
one perfectly secure and finisbes with 
the needle on the right side for the 
nextrow. The size of the large bead 
must determine the number of grooves 
missed between each thread and the 
number of small beads required in 
crossing to form the square, and this 
can quite easily be arrived at by plac- 
ing a few experimental beads on the 
needle and pushing these up between 
the fixed threads. These bags should 
be made in one piece aed jaqined up at 
the sides by sewing neatly between 
the beads, the threads at the top taken 
through the holes in the meta! clasp 
and buttonholed firmly on the tnside. 

On these looms dog collars, garni- 
tures for evening frecks and head- 
dresses may also be made. 

As to. the beads used, the Venetians 
no longer, make the .very small ones of 


the past. All thelr modern weit is 
very coarse and wnpleasing. Better 
varieties both us to size and color 
come frow Bavaria. Many workers 
find the designs which are painted on 
the finest meshed canvas quite as 

as the loom work, and very ti 
counting is required, as the pattern 
all set out in color. Time and space 
fail to tell of all the wonders possible 
in lattice and other chains and neck- 
lets, small and great; but, having once 
embarked upoo this fascinating oecu- 
pation, no one relinquishes it antil the 
whole range of possibilities bas been 
more or less successfully attempted.

FREE DISTRIBUTION OF TREES 


Work of Forestry Branch Meeting 
With Great Success in Encourag- 
ing Tree Planting 
The work of the ‘Forestry Branch 
in regard to the free distribution of 
trees to farm-owners in pfairie 
rovinees is so well known and ite 


nefits so generally recognized, that 
description of it seems 


The scheme was initiated by Mr. 
= Stewart, soon after his appoint- 
ment to the office of Superintendent 
| of Forestry, and in 1901 the distri- 
| bution was begun. That year 44 set- 
f tlers were supplied with trees, the 
number of trees sent out being fifty- 
eight thousand eight hundred (58,800). 
; Since then the work has greatly in- 
creased, the numbers sent out in sub- 
sequent years being as follows: 


In 1902 .. 468,000 to 415 applicants 
In 1903 .. 920,000 to 628 applicants 
In 1904 . 


. 1,800,000 to 1027 applicants 
In 1905 .. 2,000,000 to 1120 applicants 
Ii 1906 .. 2,034,000 to 

From the beginning of the schemé 
a syatem of inspection has been car- 
ried on and has without doubt contri- 
buted largely to its success. The 
fact that the giving of the seedlings 
is followed up by sending inspectors 
around to see that they are properly 
-lanted and tended cannot help prov- 
ing a stimulus to the proper care of 
them. 

The first work of the inspectors is 
to see land in which it is proposed to 
plant trees the following year, and 
make sure that it has been properly 
prepared; this igs done the summer 
after the application has been made. 
The spring after this visit, trees are 
sent those wha have properly pre- 
pared land, and the summer after this 
the inspector makes a second visit 
to see that the trees are being pro- 
perly cared for. During the sum- 
mer of 1906, six inspectore were em- 
ployed. 

The success of the tree plantations 
has been very encouraging. A couple 
of years ago the inspectors were in- 
structed to visit all who had received 
trees since the distribution started. 
As a result it was found that about 85 
per cent of the trees were dong well, 
the percentage rarely falling be'ow 75 
and often running over 90. | 

All the trees distributed,” with the 
exception of the cottonwoods, are now 
grown at the Forest Nursery, Indian 
Head, Saskatchewan. .

The biggest wedding ever known to 
history was when Aletander the Great 
and over 10,000 of his soldiers took 
part in a wedding in the court of Da- 
ritts, king of Persia, after the latter's 
conquest by Alexander.

One peculiar thing about 
the women, the married ones carry rings 
in their noses to distinguish them from 
their more fortunate sisters. On the 
road to ‘coolie town’ is the lepers’ hospi- 
tal, where all cases found in the island 
are cared for uotil death relieves them 
of their sufferings. 

“Long before our time was up we had 
had enough of ‘coolie’ town and were in- 
deed glad when we sailed for the capital 
of Brazil, Rio de Janeiro. To tell of all 
the things we sawio this beautiful city 
would take a whole book. The wost in 
teresting thing to me was the trip to the 
summit of Corcvado, which is reached by 
ao incline railway. The sight when 
reaching the very summit is said to be 
the most beautiful view ion the world.
